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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 58, 59, 67-70, and 73-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 5,91 1 ,282 (cited by applicant). 

US'282 discloses a method that includes, with respect to claim 58, a method of 
consolidating formation particulates surrounding a well bore comprising the steps of: 
providing a drilling composition comprising a drilling fluid and a consolidating material; 
and using the drilling composition to drill at least a portion of the well bore; allowing the 
consolidating material in the drilling composition to penetrate into the walls of the well 
bore; and allowing the consolidating material in the composition to consolidate at least a 
portion of the formation particulates surrounding the well bore (see cols. 1, and 6-7). 
With respect to the depending claims, the reference teaches the limitations as claimed, 
including viscosity <100cP, the consolidating material being phenolic-based resin; the 
material further comprising a solvent; the fluid being an aqueous gel or emulsion; the 
material penetrating the walls; and the composition further comprising a fluid loss 
control material. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 40-57 are allowed. 

3. Claims 60-66, 71 , 72, and 76 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 3/30/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the US'282 reference fails to teach consolidating 
formation particulates surrounding the well, which is not persuasive. The composition of 
US'282 consolidates filter cake solids (particles) on the formation walls. These filter 
cake solids were formed from drilling fluids comprising particulate filler materials. 
Therefore, since the consolidating material in the drilling fluid composition consolidates 
filter cake solids on the formation walls, it is inherent that the composition consolidates 
at least a portion of the formation particulates surrounding the bore. See examples 1 
and 3 of the reference.
